Tedder of Belle Glade and had 
lived in Canal Point many years 
ago, graduating from the old 
Canal Point High School before 
entering college and also was 
associated with Boe’s in Paho- 
kee and Household Furnishings 
in Belle Glade. He received his 
degree in eléctrical engineering 
at th university and joined the 
staff in 1943. 

Tedder whose research was 
instrumental in the development 
of the proximity fuse at the 
University, ‘was also known for 
a number of classified invent- 
ions in the electrical engineer- 
ing field. For his work on the 
proximity fuse, known, as the 
‘Second most contributing fac- 
tor in winning World War II, 
(outside of the atom bomb,) 
Tedder received a citation- in 
1943 from Scientific Invention 
and Development. The profes- 
sor was named in “Who Knows 
and-What,” and had written se- 
veral documents in addition to 

is research. In 1945, he was 
awarded a Naval Ordance De- 
velopment Award and certifi- 
cate for exceptional service and 
in 1948 a certificate of apprecia- 
tion from the War and Navy 
Department. 

‘Tedder was praised in a House 

Judiciary report for his con- 
tributions to the government 
and the report said his inven- 
tions saved the U. S. millions 
of dollars while he received 
nothing but his university sal- 
ary.
